He was attracted to the scene by hear- 
ing the cries of the two small ehbil- 
dren of the couple and that when he 
rushed downstairs he found his brother

offices in the Fourth National Bank 
building and was a well known mem- 
ber of the bar. 

W. O. Slate said that neither his 
brother nor his wife appeared te be 
worried nor depressed about anything 
and that so far as he knew their re- 
lations had been happy. He said that 
Mrs. Slate ‘had called her husband at 
the office about 6 o'clock, apparently 
in the best of spirits, and had told him 
to “hurry home for dinner.” 


He said that they found a bor of ~~ 


chemicals in powder form in the beds 
room where Mr. and Mrs. Slate were 
lying and he advanced the theory 
that the dose was taken by mistake 
for an indigestion remedy since both 
had been afflicted with this ailment 
for some time. The powder, if taken 
in sufficient quantities would act as. 
a portson, according to Grady doctors. 
and the small amount left in the box 
indicated that. such a dose had been 
taken by the two victims.

Styles Stick. 


When any competitor happens to 
get hooked to a certain style it is hard 
to change his ways later on, even 
when he knows he is wrong. There 
is a certain subconscious control that 
directs his ways, a control he cannot 
break. One case in hand is that of 
William Lawrence Stribling, the Geor- 
gia heavyweight. With 250 fights or 
contests under his belt at the age of 
24, it was somewhat natural that a 
lot of this had to be defensive stuff, 
exhibition play, holding and hauling. 
No human system could stand the 
strain of 250 real fights at that age. 
As a result of this highly developed 
cautious attitude, Stribling has blown 
every shot he had at anything resem- 
bling a title. He can murder the set- 
ups, but against a real opponent his 
caution and conservatism kill any 
chance he might carry. Under cham- 
pionship conditions no one can make 
him fight—no reward is big enough 
to make him take a chance. He had 
great opportunities against  Berlen- 
bach, Loughran and Sharkey. In each 
ease his refusal to fight or to put on 
any sort of an attack wrecked his 
outlook on a title. Here is a boxer 
who has speed, youth, strength, box- 
ing skill and at least a first-class 
wallop. He has more experience than 
most veterans. He has all the weap- 
ons needed to win any title, but a 
gun does no damage if it isn't fired. 
Stribling will take aim, but no one 
can make him pull the trigger when 
the target is up. Against Berlenbach 
ne did no fighting at all. Against 
Loughran he took the lead for four 
rounds, and then folded up. Against 
Sharkey he was in the lead after four 
rounds, and again he _  ought-to-be’s 
competition, but they don’t pay off on 
what you ought to be. After five or 
six years of hauling and _ tugging, 
wrestling and clinching, the Georgia 
boxer swings back to these same tac- 
tics when crowded.

In Other Lines.

“The trouble with most good golf-

lash at the ball. They no longer piv- 
ot freely, but in nine cases out of 
ten try to steer the shot away from 
trouble. You never see Jones do this, 
but he is one of the few who step 
up and give the ball a ride, even 
where the championship might depend 
on a single shot. The importance of 
the occasion doesn’t change his stroke. 
It doesn’t make him tighten up and 
suddenly get conservative or make 
him attempt to play one safe.’
